Greenwafd and Coates had been In the 


guardhouse for two weeks, but escaped. 
Ha\lng secured civilians' clothes, they 
attempted to make good their escape 
from the fort to a\old the court-martial 
that was pending They were chal- 
lenged by th» sentry, and in attempting 
to get away were fired upon 
Sergeant 


Heck of the Twenty-second, with two 
privates of the guaid, ran up at this 
moment and arrested the fugitives Be- 
fore this was accompllshvd, however, 
GreenwuM knocked Sergeant Heck's 
bayonet to the ground ard attempted 
to slash lum with a razor, but could not 
get near enough to do hin harm. 


The shot fired by the sentry aroused 


the whole post. Colonel Sinclair ot the 
artillery was one of the first to reach the 
acene of the trouble. When he came up 
Grecnwaid « as a prisoner, being men- 
aced by the bayonet of the guard Coates 
waa also under arrest.

PARRON CUB8BD. 


M Sergeant to B« Funlaned For 
Admitting the Americans. 


Manzauillo, Oct. 10. — The echoes ol the 


excitement produced by the attempt of 
Colonel Bajj to take possession of this 
city last week in spite of the threats 
of the Bpanitih commander have not 
died away. Although General Parron, 
on the surface, Is courteousnesa and 
dignity personified, he created a great 
scene at the palace after the Incident, 
striking terror to the hearts of his 
subordinates He cursed In flowing 
Castlllan, completely forgot his dignity, 
and vtth the oaths of a longshoreman 
\owed that the honor of the Spanish 
army had suffered a blow. The Spaniard 
to blame for it, he declared, must die, 
and that quickly. 


In his fury he sent for the military 


commander, but it was found that thl* 
officer had left with the Spanish troops 
the night before Then he sent for the 
adjutant general and asked him why tha 
Americans had been let through the city 
gate. The reply was a disclaimer of au- 
thority and a suggestion that the In- 
quiry should be put to the officer who wa* 
in charge of the guard. It was then 
discovered that the officer hadi been 
withdrawn several days before, leaving 
a sergeant in command. When the ser- 
geant arrived he declared that General 
Parron's orders were to permit the Amer- 
icans to pass. "That was the mules," 
shrieked Parron, "not the soldiers. Away 
with him to the guardhouse." 


The luckless sergeant has been court. 


martlalled. At first it waa reported thnt 
he was to be shot at daybreak. There- 
upon Collector Donaldson andi the Rev 
Mr. Zimmerman, as private citizen*, 
called upon Generalparron to entreat 
him to do what he emfd for the unfortu- 
nate man. Parron replied that he was 
grateful for the sympathetic feeling dis- 
played by the Americans In the welfare 
of the Spanish to-Idler, and 
promised 


that If there was a conviction he would 
Inflict the- minimum penalty — probably 
only a few day* pay. A* the Spanish 
rank and file receive no pay anyway, 
this would be no very great Infliction. 


The Spaniards had Intended taking 


away the lantern of the Cape Cruz light- 
house, with the appurtenances, claim- 
Ing the whole a* movable property, but 
Colonel Ray objected, and the Spaniards, 
after being shown a copy of theevarun- 
tion agreement, abandoned their Inten- 
tion.

tirely a wiitakn tp think that all sort! 
of broad az« wbolsaome. The best ra- 
tion is one whloh in soienti&o language 
is well belanoed—that Is, one in whiob 
there in a certain definite proportion ex- 
isting between the starch or sugar, tho 
protein matter and the fat. The bread 
made from wheat flour contains tbeae 
elements in well balanced proportions. 
The effect of added starch in tho flour 
made from wheat would be to increase 
inordinately the proportion of atarohy 
matter, nnd thus tbe bread would prove 
the unbalancing of the whole diet of the 
eater. For instance, ho would be re- 
quired, for one thing, to oat additional 
qn.mtities of meat containing certain 
proportions ot fat. Then, again, the ex- 
oosq of starch in Buch a bread would 
tend to interfere with the digestion of 
tho fTGtwtA mutters in the stomach, and 
her* ladigestibfa might creep in, for 
storoh, while not in itself an unwhole- 
some food, produces, if eaten in abnor- 
mal <iuaatitio«, derangement of the di- 
gestive ca^aiiB, Jnit as any other artiole 
of food, sfloh a» protein or fat, need w 
excess, would impair the natnral proc- 
esses of digestion.

PLEA FOR A MEAT DIET. 


Observation* ana trgramenta of a\m 


Envllflb Pbyoioian on the Subject. 
Should ma& be earnivorons or herbivo- 


rous? That is a long debated question, 
which goes back at least to the days of 
Pythagoras. Joan Jacques Bousseau was 
a stickler for the vegetable diet exclusive- 
ly, and Helvotius was In favor o£ meat. 
Knw it appears that a o.uav?el has broken 
out again in England, having bean started 
by a long and carnivorous report to tho 
Bayal Academy of Medicine by Dr. Vigs- 
ford and followed up by tho establishment 
of a new society of meat eaters. 


It is -well fcuown that in England the 


Tegetariaes are extremely numerous They 
^a^emadea sort of religion out of their 
diet and have built a church of their 
own, 
outgido of which, of course, there is 


no salvation. The London society of vege- 
tarians has 4,000 members. It was doubt- 
less their excessive zeal that brought about 
a reaction and induced the roast beef eaters 
to form themselves into a regular society. 


According to Dr. Vigsfprd, there, is lit- 


tlo or no truth in tneir doctrine,' and bis 
new plea for meat is based upon Curious 
observations 


For several days he experimented on 
sparrows. Ho gave them absolutely noth- 
ing to eat at first and then gave to one- 
bait the number meat and to tbe others 
grain. Tho former dlgtibted the moat and 
recaveiod, the others could not assimilate 
tho gram and died. Renewing tho experi- 
ments of William Edwardb, Starok aud 
Holler, ho found in bis own caso, by means 
of a dynamometer, that his liiusou.lhr 
strength increased in constant proportion 
by following entirely a meat diet. 


Finally he brings out evidence that ho 


considers extremely important. During 
tbe time when the railroad from Paris to 
Rouen was being built French and Eng- 
lish workmen were employed. The lattai 
worked vary much more rapidly than tho 
Fnacb. They gained at least one third 
upon tbe French workmen. The engineers 
then determined to put the Frenchmen 
ujpon tho same diet as the Englishmen. 
They substituted roast beef tor houllle and 
soup, and at the end of a few weeks tho 
work dono by the two gongs was exactly 
equiil. 
Dr. Yigsford concludes by saying that 


the unimul diet la not only preferable to 
tho vegetable, but thot^taken In a reason- 
able quantity, ono can exclude all otbcr 
kinds of food with an Immense advantage 
to health. 


Although supported by observations and 
experiments, this latter principle will ap- 
pear doubtless somewhat exaggerated to 
those who aro not In tho fight and who 
perhaps will be wise In holding fast to tbe 
precepts of their fathers and eating both 
vegetables and nioat Man is omnivorous, 
M Buffon said.—Paris Cor. Courrlev dot 
Stats Unls.

Work of T ,<><>o.ooo Semn br 1IM4. 


Them an intda on tho avertgo in the 


United States, It Is computed,' 800.000 
•owing machines • year, au«l tho tixteut 
of tbo Ecwlugmucliluefamines*issbowu 
by figures which, if not sustained by 
official corrolioratiou, might bo thought 
to bo extravagant. There are OS sewing 
machine factories in the United States, 
with n Rro»s capital of $30,000,000, giv- 
ing employment to 10,000 persons and 
bavlug aunual receipts of more than 
(16,000.000. 


Tho American sewing machine In- 


dustry ie sufliciontly largo to supply not 
only tbe borne market, but tho foreign 
market as well, and nine-tenths of all 
tbo machines made in the world are 
produced ia the United States, and prac- 
tically all of them are protected by 
American patents and are tbe results 
of Yankee Ingenuity, perseverance and 
discovery. Ia the flgnros of the sewing 
machine business of this country tbo 
important Item of repairs to machines 
is not included. It is a separate branch 
of the business, maintained apart from 
the manufacture of machines, and gives 
employment to a considerable number 
of persons. American sowing machines 
to tbo value of about $4,000,000 a year 
aro shipped to other countries, and tbore 
ia practically no country where the teno • 
fits of civilization are bnowu in which 
American sewing machines aro not in 
use. 


During tbo flsoal year of 1897 Ameri- 


can sewing machines to tbo value of 
more than $1,000,000—$1,075,000— 
were exported from the United States 
to Great Britain. Tho American sales 
vf sewing machines to Australia last 
yea* amounted to $830,000. These fig- 
ures were exceeded by the exports of 
American sewing machines to Germany, 
which amounted to $701,000 last year, 
tba machines being, of course, invoiced 
at wholesale and not at retail prices, 
and a sewing machine shipment of 
$7oO, 000 in value in a year represents a 
selling value iu Germany of certainly 
$1,000,000, perhaps considerably more. 
To Mexico last yen" wore sold sewing 
machines to tlio value of $200,000, to 
Prance ?133,CUJ, to Canada $100,000, 
to tho Oral, a i American States $100,- 
000, totLu Argentine Bepublio $100,- 
000, to thu Duitod States of Colombia 
fll3,W;'j. to Brazil $115,000, to other 
etiitm of South America collectively 
$118,000, to European states, exclusive 
of England, France 
and Germany, 


$195,000, to Asia $53,000, to Africa 
$18,900 and to tbe West Indies $88,-

there was a large market for American 
machines in Cuba. It is computed that

ots. The receptacle \s tilled with dis- 
tilled water up to within a half inch of 
tho top, and, after the rubber washer 
and metal cover are adjusted, it is 
tightly closed with a eerew. The cylin- 
der is than turned around once, and the 
other cover unfastened. This permits 
tbe filling of the space between the 
double wall of the onker cylinder with 
chemicals used for generating the oolc 
temperature— viz, an ammonium sal 
and water. After turning tbe cylinder 
around rapidly for some 13 minutes, the 
inner reoeptaoia IB withdrawn from tho 
cylinder, held for a minnto in hot wa 
ter, and, upon being opened, a piece o 
ice exactly tho shape of the, inner wal 
will slide out without any trouble.

They have a reticence and a non- 
eommlttallsm which make meihlnk they 
(eel themselves *o b* the custodians of tbe 
reputation of their early comrades 
While 


our dear old folks are rehearsing the foliie* 
of tbe present, if we put them on the wit- 
ness stand and cross examine them as to 
how things were 70 years ago the silence 
becomes oppressive 


Th« celebrated Frenchman, Volney, vis- 


ited this country In 1796, and be says of 
woman's diet in those time*, "If a pre- 
mium was offered for a regimen most de- 
structive to health, nor-* could be devised 
move efficacious for these ends tbau that 
in nee among these people " That eclipses 
our lobster salad at midnight. Everybody 
talks about tbe dissipation of modern so- 
ciety and how womanly health goes 
down under It, but It was worse 100 year* 
ago, for the chaplain of a French regi- 
ment in oar Revolutionary war wrote In 
1783 in Ills "Bookof American Women," 
•aylng. "They are tall and well propor- 
tioned; their features are generally regu- 
lar; their complexions are generally fair 
and without color. At 30 years of ago the 
women have no longer the freshness of 
youth. At 80 or 40 they are decrepit " In

In Uncle Sam's Army During the 


Late War Against Spain.

bicyclist or sportsman of any kind is 
something of'a novelty nowadays. Con- 
sequently it is not strange that in the 
list of military and naval heroes of the 
late war the names of many men noted 
in the athletic and sporting world are 
to'be found. It is not necessary either 
to drag in the names of men who may 
technically be termed athletic fighters 
because they have at some time wield- 
ed a gun, oar, racket, bat or driver. 


To begin at the top, Admiral Dewey 


can claim high rank in the glorious 
company of sportsmen and athletes, for 
he is a daring horseman and a hunter 
of no mean repute. His splendid nerve 
and coolness amid the trying situations 
that have lately beset him are no doubt 
in a measure due to the fact that he is 
an all round athlete. 


Admiral Sampson is recognized in 


Washington as an exceedingly fine ten- 
ni3 player, and he has certainly shown 
that he knew how to "smash the ball" 
into the enemy's territory with great 
skill in "placing" when It was hi* 
"serve." 


Lieutenant Richmond P. Hobson, the 


hero of the' Merrimac, is another all 
round athlete to .whom the war afford- 
ed the opportunity to prove his mettle. 
He is noted as a swimmer, horseback 
rider and oarsman. He is a member of 
the Annapolis Golf club and Is regarded 
as one of the best wie!ders of the 
brassie and driver in that organization. 


Probably no regiment contained so 


many men well known Jn the. Athletic. 
wdrld as the First volunteer United i 
States cavalry, commonly known aa the I 
Rough Riders. Many of the finest ex- 
perts in all the well kndwn sports turn- 
ed out in recent years by the large col- 
leges and universities of the .country 
joined tlmt'famous body of troops. The 
odore Roosevelt, the organizer of the 
regiment, is himself a thorough sports- 
man. Graduated from Harvard, he was 
noted as an athlete In his college days, 
but his greatest fame in this line was 
won as a hunter of big game in the 
Rockies, His books on the subject of 
his' adventures there are well known to 
all lovers of such sport. 


Among the famous college athletes 


who enlisted as Rough Riders were Bob 
Wrenn, who twice saved America from 
the humiliation of having the chief tro- 
phy in the tennis world captured by an 
Englishman, and Larned, who Is the 
eecond best player of the game in this 
country; Goodrich, the captain of Har- 
vard's crew of '97,'and,Bull, who also 
rowed in that boat.- Dudley Dean, the 
best quarter back that ever donned the 
crimson, was also a private In the regi- 
ment. He played on the victorious 
team of "90 and was captain of the elev- 
en of '91. Another well known man 
from the Cambridge university was 
Guy Murchie, a noted coach. Lieuten- 
ant Woodbury Kane also played foot- 
ball on Harvard's varsity team and was 
one of the finest specimens of .young 
manhood that ever graduated .there. 
Another son of the famous institution 
was Stanley Hollister, who was wound- 
ed in the charge up San Juan hill. He 
was sent back to this country, but died 
on Aug. 18 at the hospital at Fort Mon- 
roe. Hollister was a man of almost 
perfect physical development. He was 
a noted runner and rowed on the var- 
sity crew of '96. 


Yale sent some famous athletes to 


join the ranks of Colonel Roosevelt's 
regiment. 
There were Greenway, the 


best end that ever wore the light blue 
on her football teams; Waller, who is 
one of the finest high Jumpers of the 
day; E. E. Marbury, the best shot put- 
ter in the university; Herbert Weston, 
a great man at the long jump; Frank 
Chappell, a fast sprinter, and Ronalds, 
a member of the victorious football 
team of '86. 


.Princeton's representatives were by 


no means unimportant in the athletic 
arena. .There were Lieutenant Horace 
Devereux, for four years on her foot- 
ball eleven and one of the famous team 
of '89 that beat Yale 10 to fl; Hewitt, '91, 
son of ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt of 
New York, a. fine horseman and fencer, 
and Channlng and Church, both revered 
In football annals at Old Nassau. 


Conspicuous among the athletes from 


Columbia w'«s young Ham Fish, ser- 
geant of Troop L, who was the first 
Rough Rider killed in Cuba. He was 
captain of the varsity boat crew of '96. 


Several well known young New York- 


ers famous In the athletic world joined 
the Hough Riders. There were young 
Willie Tiffany, a well known golf ex- 
pert and polo player, who died soon aft 
er Ms return from Cuba from lack of 


proper nourishment, and Stephens. Fer- 
guson and Thorpe, three members of 
Roosevelt's noted polo team at Oyster 
Bay. on Lonff Island.

George H. Norman, Jr., of the 
Myopias, was a member of the crew of 
the famous little auxiliary cruiser 
Gloucester when she made her notable 
fight against Admiral Cervera's de- 
stroyers outside of Santiago harbor. 


The navy was equally well supplied 


with athletic champions. Lieutenant T. 
M. Brumby, Admiral Dewey'a flag lieu- 
tenant, who hoisted the stars and stripes 
over Manila, is a well known golf ex- 
pert and a member of the Aunapolia 
jlub. 


One of the finest athletes In the navy, 
nd, in fact, in the United States, Is 
rather W. H. I. Reaney, chaplain of 
Admiral Dewey's flagship Olympia. Fa- 
ther Reaney has been one of the most 
ardent supporters of all kinds of sports 
in the navy and was the founder of the 
athletic field attached to the Brooklyn 
navy yard.
